^ues.  How  mony  gold  dollars  were  struck  ot  the  Dohlonego  Mint 
861?  Approximately  how  many  ore  accounted  tor  today?  Why  ore 
' net  mentioned  in  the  mint  records?  N.  J.  P.,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 
*ns.  Unfortunately,  the  quantity  minted  is  unknown.  Mint  records 
Dohlonego  consist  entirely  of  monthly  reports  of  coinage  operations 
from  the  superintendent  of  that  branch  to  the  Director  at  Phila- 
hia.  These  indicote  that  the  Dohlonego  Mint  coined  only  half 
es  up  to  and  including  Feb.  28,  1861,  and  nothing  afterwards, 
ough  some  $13,345.  in  gold  bullion  was  on  hand.  On  April  8, 
ll,  the  mint  was  seized  by  orders  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia.  All 
gold  dollars,  and  probably  some  additional  half  eagles,  were 
efore  coined  under  Confederate  authority.  Local  records  of  the 
lonega  Mint  have  not  been  recovered,  and  it  is  believed  that  they 
n private  hands  in  the  South.  Until  these  can  be  examined,  it  will 
3in  impossible  to  say  how  much  of  this  gold  the  Confederacy 
ed.  A rough  guess — it  can  hardly  be  anything  more — would  place

the  approximate  number  extant  at  perhaps  25  to  30.  Some  dealej 
think  that  the  1860  "D"  dollar  is  a rarer  coin  than  the  1861  "D» 
but  in  our  experience  there  is  not  too  much  difference  between  then 
The  1861  "D"  is  naturally  of  far  greater  interest,  inasmuch  as  it 
the  only  known  issue  of  gold  coin  struck  solely  by  the  Confederoi 
States  of  America. 

Ques.  The  March,  1956,  issue  of  the  NUMISMATIC  SCRAI 
BOOK  has  an  article  about  ^‘Golold  Sets/*  Could  you  inform  me  wh» 
the  "Goloid  Set"  contains  and  how  easily  and  for  what  price  o>| 
could  now  obtoin  the  "Goloid  Set."  D.  B.  K.,  Chattanooga,  Tenn. 

Ans.  A Goloid  Set  contains  one  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella  (Fo.| 
Dollars  Gold),  one  Goloid  Dollar  AW  ( Adams-Woodin)  1598,  o\ 
Goloid  Metric  Dollar  AW  1606.  There  were  some  618  sets  made, 
of  them  originals,  the  other  600  restrikes.  Restrikes  have  the  Ste' 
obverse  die  a little  worn;  the  two  dollar  pieces  are  in  standard  siK- 
(not  Goloid  metal)  and  underweight,  5 to  30  grains  under  the  pp- 
posed  weights  stated  on  the  reverse  of  the  coins.  It  is  comparative 
easy  to  obtain  the  two  dollars,  although  originals  in  Goloid  are  he 
to  locate,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  people  handling  Patten 
wouldn't  know  the  difference.  Most  of  the  sets  (originals  and  r 
strikes)  alike  were  broken  up  many  yeors  ago  by  collectors  wi 
wanted  the  Stellas  for  their  gold  collection  and  who  were  uninteresti 
in  silver  dollar  patterns.  A set  could  easily  be  made  up  today 
about  $100.-115.  over  the  (inflated)  cost  of  the  Stella,  say  abc 
$1,000.-1,100.  altogether,  assuming  that  all  three  coins  were  pro3 
A very  few  Goloid  sets  were  made  of  variant  design,  including  f 
Coiled  Hair  Stella  and  the  "Morgan"  Goloid  and  Goloid  Metric  D» 
lars,  AW  1578,  1602,  1610.  These  were  not  restruck,  and  the  i 
dividual  coins  are  now  of  very  great  rarity.  Same  comment  for  t 
sets  of  both  types  in  other  metals,  and  for  the  sets  of  both  types  me 
with  the  date  1880.  For  these,  it  would  be  almost  impossible 
estimate  present-day  values.  In  any  event,  the  sets  would  have 
be  made  up  from  the  individual  coins. 

"Goloid"  metal  was  the  brainchild  of  Dr.  Wheeler  W.  Hubbell 
Pennsylvania.  It  was  a composition  (compound)  involving  gold,  sil’ 
ond  copper  in  such  proportions  that  the  silver  would  bear  to  the  gv 
a ratio  of  sixteen  to  one,  and  so  that  the  metals  would  not  be  se* 
crated.  This  alloy  was  to  have  been  basic  legol  tender,  and  w 
thought  to  be  the  answer  for  the  existing  rivalry  between  silver  c 
gold.  Full  details  concerning  Goloid  and  the  resulting  confusion  fr- 
its introduction  can  be  found  in  the  Adams-Woodin  book  ' Uni 
States  Pattern,  Trial  and  Experimental  Pieces,"  pp.  154-1! 
170-172. 

Ques.  Low  says  many  varieties  exist  of  the  Feuchtwonger  Ct 
(L-120).  How  many  are  there?  Has  any  study  been  made  of  the: 
Aie  any  varieties  rare?  G.  F.,  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Ans.  We  have  delayed  answering  this  question  until  we  could 
through  our  own  very  large  stock  of  these  coins.  Low  mentions  f 
obverses  and  six  reverses;  we  can  describe  six  obverses  and  m 
reverses  in  thirteen  mulings.  We  have  never  seen  the  plain-edc 
coin  he  alluded  to,  nor  the  mule  of  two  reverses.  We  know  of 
previous  study  of,  die  varieties.  As  for  rarity,  see  the  census  follow, 
the  checklist  below. 

Obv.  1.  Coarse  denticles.  Large  date  close  to  ground  above,  th* 
exceptionally  large,  the  7 very  high.  Snake's  tongue  almost  vertia 
Seven  tail  feathers,  four  of  them  touching  the  ground. 

Obv.  2.  Similar  treatment  of  the  eagle  to  preceding.  In  date  18  I- 
small,  closely  spaced;  37  much  larger,  higher,  also  closely  spaa 
Eight  tail  feathers,  five  touching  ground. 

Obv.  3.  Date  closely  spaced,  from  smaller  punches  as  on  all 
follow,  and  in  a straight  line  on  top.  The  7 frequently  shi 
crumbling  between  horizontal  and  upright;  rim  breaks  down  at  lo. 
right.  Seven  tail  feathers,  first  two  and  fourth  (latte-r  recut)  touch 
ground. 

Obv.  4.  In  date  3 low,  rather  distant  from  7 and  often  joined  t1 
at  top  by  a line.  Loop  in  snake's  tail  left  of  date;  in  all  other 
loop  is  above  1 8.  Snake's  tongue  very  long,  very  deeply  forl^ 
Eagle's  head  droops.  Eight  tail  feathers,  three  touching  ground. 

Obv.  5.  Date  widely  and  evenly  spaced;  slightly  curved  ban 
ground  directly  above  83.  Seven  tail  feathers,  only  the  second  ba. 
touching  ground;  fourth  recut  at  tip. 

Obv.  6.  Closely  spaced  date,  bottoms  in  a straight  line;  83  a IS 
apart.  Dash  to  left  from  upper  serif  of  1 . Base  of  eagle's  neck  smo^ 
Seven  tail  feathers,  four  of  them  touching  ground.
